The undersigned the board of inspectors of the Territorial prison, 
beg leave to submit the following report for the year ending the 30 th’ 
day of November 1856 

Since the last annual report was submitted to your Honorable bodies 
the working of the system of confinement under the territorial Jaw has 
not materially changed. The building now being erected fer the con- 
finement of criminals in this Territory by the government of the United 
Stat»s, is in course of erection, and the cells are partially completed: 
but in the absence of its completion the territorial prisoners arc confined 
in the jail of Santa Fé County, under an aet of Assembly providing for 
the government of the Territorial prison, and the prisoners.ore emple- 
yed during working-season, in labor upon the public buildings. This 
condition of things renders it impossible to carry out the prison system 
in full forse, and which must also continue to be the case untill the pris- 
on building shall have been completed, and the prisoners confined there- 
in. Тһе labor of the prisoners upon the public buildings has, in a 
measure, paid the expenses of their maintenance, and thus the Territory 
has been relieved of a part of the indebtedness that would otherwise 
have been incurred. 

During Ше year ending the 80 of November the keeper af the prison 
has received for lauor of the prisoners the sum of $ 343,,25 and for costs 
of the prosecution $ 100,72, which make the total reccipts for the year 
$448,57. For the same time the expenses have been $ 843,25, inclu- 
din, û 31 59 paid for the apprehension of Dolores Aragon an escaped 
convict showing a deficit against the Territory of $ 808:28. for which. 
warrants have been drawn in favor of the keeper.
